Oil of Peppermint- 


In Western. New York, and in some parts 
of Pennsylvania, the traveller perceives large 
fields of peppermint, covering many acres.

The Ruby. 


The ruby is a gein, which, when of the 
| kind called oriental, is of great beauty and 
value. The true or oriental ruby, when per- 
fect, is the most valuable of gems next tothe 
diathond ; the color is 4 fine, deep, cochineal 
}red, having a richness of hue unrivalled, and 
occasionally it is rose red, or has a tinge of 
violet. The monarchs of Pegu, Siam and Ava, 


sovereins of India had the largest diamonds. 
It 13 said, that none equal to these are in 5 os- 
session of European Princes. Rubies of ten 
carets are extremely rare. A perfect stone 
of six grains is rare,and falls little short of the 
value of the diamond ; indeed, if some small 
rubies are very fine, they are of greater value 
than diamonds of the same weight. The nat- 
ural crystal is in the form of a six-sided 
prism ; it cleaves more readily than the sap- 
|phiré, and is not so hard. But there is 
another stone, also sometimes called ruby, 
| which belongs to a different species, and is 
inferior in value and hardness. This 18 the 
spinelle, or Balais ruby, which, when red or 
violet, has been called ruby. It may be dis- 
tinguished from the oriental ruby by its in- 
ferior hardness and specific gravity. Its co 
lor is usually some shade of red, as scarlet, 
cochineal, rose, violet, cherry or yellowish 
red. 


The Wild Pigeon Business- 


In the County of Essex.(Mass) large nifmbers 
are annually captured. The value of pigeons 
taken here yearly is estimated at twenty 
thousand doilars. In the town of Boxford it 
is reckoned that three thousand dozen are 
taken every season; and in Andover, Me- 
thuen, Tewssbury, and in other towns in that 
section, still larger ndinbers are trapped. 
Curtis, the well-known hunter and trapper 
of Boxford, takes about seven hundred doz- 
en annually ; and has been known to cap- 
ture over one hundred dozen in a single day. 
The general market value 1s about one dol- 
lar per dozen, and hence the estimate that 
twenty thousand dol!ars worth are taken in

On the 9th of October it was publicly read 
to the assembled freemen of Connecticut, 
and was declared to “belong to them and 
their successors,” and the people evinced 
their gratitude by appointing a Commutee 
to take charge of it, under the solemnities of 
an oath, and to preserve this pal!adium of the 
jrights of the peuple’ It was the organic law 
of Connecticut till the present Constitution 
took its place in 1813. 


In 1686, the General Government of New

Signature of the Cross- 


The marks which persons who are unable 
to write are required to make, instead of 
their signature, is in the form of a cross (fF);

not, however, invariably a proof of such ig-
